Well, the harvesting excursion 
has come and gone. Many were the 
stories told (true and otherwise) by 
the returning volunteers. The old 
McGill spirit seemed to return 
temporarily to the campus, and 
there was ii5n galore during the 
whole trip. The writer, who was 
alto a harvester (?) took the train 
out of Reglna a day or so after his 
arrival, his destination being some 
Sana In Northern Saskatchewan. 
Actually, the milk train travelled 
such a long time, wc thought we 
were going to discover the North- 
west Passage. And if we did not 
learn very much about harvesting, 
we did learn some of the truths of 
the farm situation in Western Can- 
ada. We learned what the farmer 
thought, his opinion of the govern- 
ment, the war effort and Canada in 
general. We learned the kliid of 
truths you do not get from a speak- 
er at the Botarians, or the Kiwan- 
ians, who has spoken to some busi- 
nessmen in Edmonton or Rcglna. 
Unfortunately, these were some ol 
the stories we DID NOT see pub- 
lished in the metropolitan' press. 

The truth if that the farmer In 
Western Canada Is very conscious 
of his position in the national war 
effort He has a keen sense of re- 
sponsibility to the country. There 
are a number of things, however, 
he cannot understand. "The West- 
ern farmer," one remarked," is the 
political foot-ball of the country. 
All legislation Is aimed primarily 
Bgairut him. He cannot quit hs 
farm the way cty-folk can quit 
their job or give up their business 
should they to desire.' Furthermore, 
it there Is such a great need for 
wheat— why does the government 
offer us two dollars an acre for 
every acre left unsown? And why 
can we only sell five bushels an 
acre? and what is to be done with 
all the surplus wHcat of last year 
lying untouched iii s the elevators?" 
There were hosts of 'other' questions, 
which could not be answered. 

Has anyone ever had an answer 
to that perennial question. "Why 
does the Government . . . .?" Yes, 
why?

LITTLE SYMPHONY— 
Conductor, Bernard Naylor. 

Something novel in the way of aymphonic 
music will be presented for Montreal audiences 
on Tuesday evening, December Blh, when Ber- 
nard Naylor presents the Xirst in his series of 
Little Symphony concerts. 

Actually, the Little Symphony, was in point 
of fact, the foundation ot the modern sym- 
phony orchestra as it la known to-day. When 
the early composers of the classical period, 
Bach, Handel, Haydn and Mozart, first started 
to produce their orchestral works, the composi- 
tions were scored for a small string orchestra. 
One of the reasons for this was that many of 
the wind Instruments used to-day were at that 
time unknown. Another reason was that con- 
cert halls at that particular period were «mail 
and suitable only for enlarged chamber orches- 
tras, as it were. 

Mr. Naylor has chosen as , bis repertoire 
works by the early dassicisti mentioned before, 
and an occasional modem like the Russian 
contemporary Mlaskovsky. The music will be 
played by an orchestra of some thirty or forty 
pieces. There are six programs planned, two 
of which are to include the Bach Violin con- 
certo, with Maurice Onderet as soloist; and a 
Mozart Piano Concerto, featuring Ross Pratt 
These concerts are well worth attending, as 
Mr. Naylor will present the music as the com- 
posers oriEinally intended having it played. 
The Committee in charge has chosen as the 
concert hall L'Ermitage, which is acoustically 
ideal for this type of music.

GEORGE M. COHAN: A TRIBUTE 
In the misty dawn of last Thursday morn- 
ing, the hand ot death reached out to deprive 
America of a beloved and historic figure. High 
above the early stirrings of New York's Fifth 
Avenue, a grand old trouper bowed to his last 
curtain call. Broadway awoke to hear that 
George M. Cohan had entered the timeless halls 
of history. 

He was a kindly, colourful, soft-spoken man, 
whoso sixth-four years Indudeid perhaps the 
greatest Individual contribution In the annals 
of musical comedy. Providence, R.I., was his 
birthplace, on July 4th, 1878; his name was 
changed from' George Washington to George 
Michael when it became apparent that the for- 
mer was rather over-long for the average bill- 
board. At the age of seven his acting career 
began, one of his earliest successes being 'Peck's 
Bad Boy". With his sister and parents, he 
toured the vaudeville circuits under the bill- 
ing of "The Four Cohans". Much of his early 
work was given to one-act plays for the family 
troupe, gaining him recognition as a clever 
writer of skits and sketches. The famous part- 
nership with tho late Sam H. Harris brought 
him his first major triumph, as star and co- 
producer of V^ttle Johnny Jones". He went 
on to become the greatest song-and-dance man 
the stage has ever icnown. 

Plays such as "Seven Keys to Baldpate", "Get- 
Rich-Quick WaUbigford", "Little Nellie Kelly", 
and "Hello, Broadway" flowed from his fertile 
pen; the record lists over forty, in addition to 
countless one-act comedies. Of his five-score 
songs, America still remembers "Give My Re- 
gards to Broadway", "Yankee Doodle Dandy", 
"You're A Grand Old Flag", "So Long. Mary", 
and many more. . It has been <aid that on only 
three occasioni'dld he ever speak lines not of 
his own writing. One of these was In Eugene 
O'Neill's "Ah. Wilderness", the outstanding fea- 
ture of his ten years' adventure on tho dram- 
atic stage. Another was in "I'd Rather Be 
Right", 4he Kaufman-Hart epic in which he 
impersonated «Franklin D. Roosevelt with sen- 
sational effect This was his return to musical 
comedy, and he celebrated by bringing down 
the house with the very same song-and-dance 
from "Little Johnny Jones" which had first 
sent him rocketing to the pinnacle of his pro-, 
fesslon. 

Perhaps the coincidence of his birthday with 
the anniversary of American independence was 
the foremost inspiration of his ardent patrlot- 
isnu^^Ccrtainly that coincidence was a source 
of !1U^g pride, as the lyrics of his "Yankee 
]X)odii§^mdir'^,^,wUl ;bear witness. No legend- 
ary liberator nor' heroic defender of national 
integrity ever held his country in higher 
esteem or paid her greater honour. In 1940, 
President Roosevelt personally presented him 
with the Congressional Medal "for bis out- 
standing contributions to the American spirit". 
"How's my double?" asked the Chief Executive. 

And now George M. Cohan, the one and 
only, is dead. The Great White Way is saddened 
and incredulous. Tin Pan Alley, hushed and 
wounded, echoes to the chorus of the millions 
who loved him, chanting the grand old songs 
. . . "Harrigan"'. . . "Forty-Five Minutes From 
Broadway" . . . "Mary's A Grand Old Name" 
. '. . Al Jolaon, his great contemporary, summed 
up a. moving tribute with the fervent anthem 
of George Cohan's life— ^ 

"Should old aoquaintaneei be forgot,— 
Keep your eye on the Grand Old FlagI" 
Yes, give his regards, to Broadway— remem- 
ber him to Herald Square. Remember him. 
too, to the regiments of doughboys whose send- 
off to victciry was and still is his vibrant "Over 
ITiere". Remember him to the millions of 
Americana who will never tire of those nos- 
talgic tunes, nor of starduated memories of the 
master entertainer. 

Last week, for one single time in his career, 
George M. Cohan broke the age-old credo of 
the storied two-a-day— "Always leave them 
laughing when you say goodbye."

On Yesterday's EdltorUI. 

The Editor. McGill Daily. 
Dear Sir: 

This country has long been noted 
for producing men with their heads 
dragging in the dirt but never has 
this narrow "ostrich policy" been 
more flagrantly displayed than in 
yesterday's editorial enUUed "Until 
We Win." If .'lt in any way. in- 
fluenced a student into agreement 
the writer can thank himself for an 
abortive success. 

The writer criticizes those people 
who are devoting some time and 
thought to the problems ot the post- 
war world. He diacounia tho value 
and importance ot making prepara- 
tions for readjustment. In short he 
advocates that wo stride blindly in- 
to the battle, like misled Nazi 
legions, not thinking or wishing to 
think. 

The many concessions which were 
made, entirely outweigh the view 
adopted by the author. It is allow- 
ed that we arrived at an armistice 
only 24 years ago, with virtually 
no plans for the future. It is fur- 
ther acknowledged that we made 
an,unholy[^m«is of that peace. Yet 
in^'fuir' knowledge ot these facts, 
the writer prefers to repeat that 
performance tenfold. Certainly a 
no more astoundingly reckless at- 
titude to the war has ever appeared 
in print 

No sane person will disagree that 
our main task is to win the war. 
That has always been, and remains, 
our chief objective. But to entirely 
discount the significance of plan- 
ning for peace is ridieuloua. In de- 
ciding the relative importance ot 
devoting our energies to the war ef- 
fort and to peace plans, I definitely 
agree that the great balance falls to 
the war effort In fact for the large 
part of the population (who never 
trouble themselves.- to . think any- 
how), the war effort' occupies a 100 
per cent position. But for ourselves, 
as students who are presumably 
capable ot applying ourselves to a 
problem, some small part ot our 
time and mental effort must be de- 
voted to serious thinking about re- 
construction, I do not suggest for a 
mlnuto that we detract from our 
physical effort (that is not.neces-

sary). but there is certainly room 
left' for Intelligent thought The 
editor might better have concen- 
trated his attack upon our loafers, 

die-hard isolationists, etc., Instead ot 
upon sincere people who are at- 
tempting to make headway on peace 
problems. 

Although it is true that the de- 
tails of the problems to be faced 
may change somewhat the essential 
problems remain the same. The re- 
habilitation of Canada, the politi- 
cal reconstruction ot Europe, and 
the . larger problems ot economic, 
social and political change, are 
questions which warrant much pre- 
armlstlce discussion. 

The height of error was reached 
near the end of the editorial, where 
we find this statement "No one will 
argue that we have not successfully 
prepared ourselves after three 
years." He says, in effect, that we 
entered this war unprepared, and 
are now making a successful come- 
back, and therefore let's try to get 
away with it as regards making 
the peace. This is nothing but an 
apology for near-failure, and a sug- 
gestion that since we can get away 
with it once, let'a try again. The 
absurdity is self-evident 

The writer concludes by stating 
that students have no time to think 
about post-war reconstruction. 
Then who has? Nobody? If not 
there Is no hope ot permanent 
peace in our time. We must sacrl-
